Holy  Roman  Empire,  6ic.  To  all  and  fingular  to  whom  thcfe  Picfents 
fh'dl  come.  Greeting ;  Whereas  Our  Right  Trufty  and  Well-beloved 
Counrellor,  IVilUam  Wyndhaniy  Baron  Grenville  of  Wottojiy  Our  Prin- 
cipal Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affairs,  &c.  &c.  did,  on  Our 
Part,  together  with  the  Plenipotentiary  of  Our  good  Friends  the  JJnit.d 
States  oi  America,  conclude  and  fign  at  London y  on  the  Nineteenth  Day 
oi  November,  One  thoufand  feven  hundred  and  ninety-four,  a  Treaty  of 
Amity,  Commerce  and  Navigation  between  Us  and  Our  faidgood  Friends : 
And  whereas  a  certain  Additional  Article  has,  on  the  Part  of  \\rc  Ikid 
United  States,  been  propofed  to  be  annexed  to  the  faid  Treaty  as  a  Part 
thereof;  to  which  Addition  We  are  willing  to  confent;  the  laid  Treaty 
and  Additional  Article  being  in  the  Words  following  : 

HIS  Britannick  Majefty  and  the  United  States  of  America,  being 
defirous,  by  a  Treaty  of  Amity,  Commerce  and  Navigation,  to 
terminate  their  Differences  in  fuch  a  Manner  as,  without  Reference  to 
the  Merits  of  their  refpedive  Complaints  and  Pretentions,  miy  be  the 
beft  calculated  to  produce  rnutual  Satisfaction  and  good  Underftandinn  ; 
and  alio  to  regulate  the  Commerce  and  Navigation  between  their  re- 
fpcdtive  Countries,  Territories  and  People,  in  fuch  a  Manner  as  to  render 
the  fariie  reciprocally  beneficial  and  fatisfadory  j  they  have,  refpev:l:ively,

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named  their  Plcnipotentkries,  and  given  them  Full  Powers  to  treat  of 
fiiul  cone  hide  the  laid  Treaty;  that  is  to  fiy,  His  Britannick  Majerty 
hws,  named,  for  his  Plenipotentiary,  the  Right  Honourable  WtUiam 
ll'yndbamy  Biuon  Gnnviile  of  JVotton,  one  of  His  Majeity's  Privy  C'pun- 
ciJ,  and  Hi;.  Majelly's  Principal  Secretary  of  State  for  Foreign  Affsjirs  j 
and  the  Prelident  of  the  Hiid  United  States,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and 
Con  lent  of  the  Senate  thereof,  hath  appointed  for  their  Plenipoten- 
tiary the  Ylouo\ix.^\c  John  Jay t  Chief  Juftice  of  the  faid  United  States, 
and  their  Envoy  Extraordinary  to  His  Majefty,  who  have  agreed  on 
and  concluded  the  following  Articles  :         .    ,    .

His  Majefty  will  withdraw  all  his  Troops  and  Garrifons  from  all 
Pofts  and  Places  within  the  Boundary  Lines  alligncd  by  the  Treaty  of 
Peace  to  the  United  States,  This  Evacuation  ihall  take  Place  on  or 
before  ilie  Firrt  Day  oi  Junet  1796,  and  all  the  proper  Meafurcs  ftiall 
in  the  Intcvai  be  taken  by  Concert  between  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  and  His  Majefty 's  Governor- General  in  America^  for  fet- 
tling the  previous  Arrangements  which  may  be  neceifary  refpedling  the 
Delivery  of  the  faid  Pofts  :  The  United  States,  in  the  mean  Time,  at 
their  Difcrelion,  extending  their  Settlements  to  any  Part  within  th^ 
faid  Boundary  Line,  except  within  the  PrcLiiivf^s  or  Jurifdi(5lion  of  any 
of  the  i:\d  Pofts.  All  Settlers  and  Traders  within  the  Precincfls  or 
Jurifdidion  of  the  faid  Pofts  fhall  ci;ritinue  to  enjoy,  unmolefted,  all 
their  Pioperty  of  every  Kind,  and  ftiail  be  prGte(!:h'd  therein:  They 
lliall  be  at  full  Liberty  to  remain  there,  or  to  remove  V\i:h  all  or  any 
Part  of  th'-ir  Eftedh  ;  and  it  fhall  alfo  be  free  to  them  to  fell  their 
Lands,  1-louies  or  Efteds',  or"  to  retain   the  Property  thereof,  at  their 
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Difcretion.  Such  of  ihcni  as  fliall  continue  to  rtifidc  within  tijc  fnid 
Boundary  Lines  fliall  not  be  co^npeljed  to  becom<:  Citizens  of  the  United 
States^  or  to  take  any  Oath  of  Allegiance  to  th;  Government  thereof, 
but  they  rtiall  be  at  full  Liberty  fo  to  do,  if  they  think  proper  ;  and 
they  lliall  make  and  declare  their  Eledlion  vvithjn  One  Year  after  the 
Evacuation  afoiefaid.  And  all  Ferfons  who  (hall  continue  there  after 
the  Expiration  of  the  fiid  Year,  without  having  declared  their  Inten- 
tion of  remaining  Subjeds  of  His  Britannick  Majelty,  Onll  be  con- 
fidcrcd  as  having  eledcd  to  become  Citizens  of  the  Untied  States.

Article  IIL 

It  is  agreed,  that  it  fhall  at  all  Times  be  free  to  His  Majefty's  Sub- 
jcdls,  and  to  the  Citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  alfo  to  the  Indians 
dwelling  on  either  Side  of  the  faid  Boundary  Line,  freely  to  pafs  and 
repafs,  by  Land  or  Inland  Navigation,  into  the  refpe<£livc  Territories 
and  Countries  of  the  T'wo  Parties  on  the  Continent  oi  A:?ierica,  (the 
Country  within  the  Limits  of  the  Hudfons  J5^/ Company  only  excepted) 
and  to  navigate  all  the  Lakes,  Rivers  and  Waters  thereof,  and  freely  to 
carry  on  Trade  and  Commerce  with  each  other.  But  it  is  undsrllood, 
that  this  Article  does  not  extend  to  the  Admifiion  of  Vefiels  of  the 
United  States  into  the  Sea-Ports,  Harbours,  Bays  or  Creeks  of  His 
Majefty's  faid  Territories;  nor  into  fuch  Parts  of  the  Rivers  in  His 
Majefty's  faid  I'crritories  as  are  between  the  Mouth  thereof  and  the 
higheft  Port  ci  Entry  from  the  Sei,  except  in  fmall  VefTels  trading 
bond fule  between  Montreal  and  ^lehec,  under  furls  Regulations  as  (IiaII 
be  eJlabliihed  to  prevent  the  Pollibility  of  any  i  r.  ads  in  this  Rcfpcv^  ; 
ror  to  the  Adrn'Oion  of  Britijb  VeflUs  from  the  oca  into  the  i^ivers 
of  the  United  States,  bevond  the  high-jft  Ports  of  Eutrv  for  VciTels 
Irom  the  bea.  The  River  Mi[)i£ipin  Ihall,  however,  according  to  the 
Treaty  of  Peace,  be  entirely  open  to  both  Parties  ;  and  it  is  farther 
agreed,  that  all  the  Ports  and  Places  on  it's  Eaflern  Side,  to  which 
foever  of  the  Parties  belonging,   may  freely  be  reforted   to,  and  ufed 

L  Manner  as  anv  of  the  Atlantic  Ports  or 
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Places  of  the  United  States,  or  any  of  the  Ports  or  Places  of  ILs  Ma- 
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All  Goods  find  Merchandize,  whofc  Importation  into  His  Majerty's 
faid  Territories  in  America  (liall  not  be  entirely  prohibited,  may  freely, 
for  the  Purpofes  of  Commerce,  be  carried  into  the  fame,  in  the  Man- 
ner aforeHiid,  by  the  Citizens  of  the  United  Statet  i  and  fuch  Goods 
and  Merchandize  fhall  be  fiibjedl  to  no  higher  or  other  Duties  than 
would  be  payable  by  His  MajcHy's  Subjcdts  on  the  Tmportation  of  the 
i^imc  from  Europe  into  the  fnid  Territories.  And,  in  like  Manner,  all 
Goods  and  Mcrchandirp,  whofe  Importiition  into  the  Vniud  States  ihal! 
not  be  wholly  prohibited,  may  freely,  for  the  Purpofe  of  Commerce, 
be  carried  into  the  lame,  in  the  Manner  afcrcfaid,  by  His  Majefty's 
Subjcdts  ;  and  fach  Goo».K  and  Mcrchindize  flrall  be  fubje«fl  to  no  higher 
or  other  Duties  thnn  would  be  payable  by  the  Citizens  of  the  United 
States  on  the  ImportuJ  n  of  the  fame,  in  American  Veflels,  into  the 
Atlantic  Ports  of  the  fiid  States.  And  all  Goods  not  prohibited  to  be 
exported  fr*om  the  faid  Territories  refpedively,  may,  in  like  Manner, 
be  carried  out  of  the  fame  by  the  Two  Parties  refpedivcly,  paying 
Duty  as  aforefaid. 

No  Duty  of  Entry  (hall  ever  be  levied,  by  either  Party,  on  Peltries 
brought  by  Land  or  Inland  Navigation  into  the  faid  Territories  refpec- 
tivcly  ;  nor  fhall  the  In.aansy  pafling  or  repalTing  with  their  own  proper 
Goods  and  EiFedts,  of  whatever  Nature,  pay  for  the  faiiiC  any  Impoft 
or  Duty  wliatever;  but  Goods  in  Bale?,  or  other  large  Packages  unufual 
among  Indians,  (hall  not  be  confidered  as  Goods  belonging  bond  Jide  to 
Indians. 

No  higher  or  other  Tolls  or  Rates  of  Ferriage  than  what  arc  or  (hall 
be  payable  by  Natives,  fliall  be  demanded  on  either  Side  j  and  no  Du- 
ties Ihall  be  payable  on  any  Goods  which  fhall  merely  be  carried  over 
any  of  the  Portages  or  Carrying-Places  on  either  Side,  for  the  Purpofe 
of  being  immediately  re-embarked  and  carried  to  fome  other  Place  or 
Places.  But  as  by  this  Stipulation  it  is  only  meant  to  fecure  to  each 
Party  a  free  Pafllige  acrofs  the  Portages  on  bj  h  Sides,  it  is  agreed,  that 
this  Exemption  from  Duty  fliall  extend  only  to  fuch  Goods  as  are 
carried  in  the  ufual  and  direcfl  Road  acrofs  the  Portage,  and  are  not 
attempted  to  be  in  any  Manner  fold  or  exchanged  during  their  PafTage 
acrofs  the  fame;  and  proper  Regulations  may  be  eftabliflied  to  prevent 
the  PoiTibility  of  any  Frauds  in  this  Refpedt,  *     •  .     ..     i 
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As  this  Article  is  intended  to  render,  in  a  great  Degree,  the  local 
Advantages  of  each  Party  common  to  both,  and  thereby  to  promote  a 
Difpnlition  favourable  to  Fricndfliip  and  good  Neighbourhood,  it  i>> 
agreed,  that  the  refpedlive  Governments  will  mutually  promote  this 
amicable  Intercourfe,  by  caufing  fpecdy  and  impartial  Jullice  to  be  done, 
and  necelTary  Protedion  to  be  extended  to  all  who  may  be  concerned 
therein.

Artkle  IV. 


Whereas  it  is  uncertain  whether  the  River  MifJiJJlppi  extends  ^o  far  to 
the  Northward  as  to  be  interfet'led  by  a  Line  to  be  drawn  due  WclV  from 
the  Lake  of  the  Wonds,  in  the  Manner  mentioned  in  the  Treaty  of  Peace 
between  His  Majefty  and  the  Untied  States ;  it  is  agreed,  that  Meafurcs 
fliall  be  taken,  in  Concert  with  His  Majefty 's  Government  in  ^'mrica, 
and  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  for  making  a  joint  Survey 
of  the  faid  River  from  One  Degree  of  Latitude  below  the  Falls 
of  St.  Anthony^  to  the  principal  Source  or  Sources  of  the  faid  River, 
and  alfo  of  the  Parts  adjacent  thereto ;  and  that  if,  on  the  Refult  of 
fuch  Survey,  it  (hould  appear  that  the  faid  River  would  not  be  inter- 
feifted  by  fuch  a  Line  as  is  above-mentioned,  the  Two  Parties  will 
thereupon  proceed,  by  amicable  Negotiation,  to  regulate  the  Boundary 
Line  in  that  Quarter,  as  well  as  all  other  Points,  to  be  adjufted  between 
the  fiid  Parties,  according  to  Jufticc  and  mutual  Convenience,  and  iu 
conformity  to  the  Intent  of  the  faid  Treaty.

Whereas  Doubts  have  arifen  what  River  was  truly  intended  under  the 
Name  of  the  River  St,  Croix,  mentioned  in  the  f\id  Treaty  of  Peace, 
and  forming  a  Part  of  the  Boundary  therein  defcribed,  that  Queftion 
fliall  be  referred  to  the  final  Deciiion  of  Commiffioners,  to  be  appointed 
in  the  following  Manner,  viz. 

One  Commilfioner  (hall  be  named  by  His  Majefty,  and  One  by  the 
Prefident  of  the  United  States,  by  and  with  the  Advice  and  Confent 
of  the  Senate  thereof,  and  the  faid  Two  Commiftioners  fliall  agree  on 
the  Choice  of  a  Third  ;  or,  if  they  cannot  fo  agree,  they  fhall  each 
propose  One  Perfon  ;  and  of  the  Two  Names  fo  propofed.  One  /hall  be 

drawn 
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drawn  hy  T,ot  in  the  Prcfer.cc  of  the  Two  original  Commiirioncrs  : 
And  the  TIjrco  Cominillioncrs  fo  appointed  ih\[\  be  fworn  impartially 
to  examine  and  decide  tiie  faid  (^ellion  according  to  fuch  Evidence  as 
lliall  rclptdtivcly  be  laid  bt-fore  tiiem  on  the  P.ift  of  the  hritijh  Go- 
vernment and  of  the  United  States.  Ths  laid'  Commirfioncrs  Hiall 
rrtcet  at  H(i/t'/ax»  and  Hijli  have  Power  to  adjourn  to  fuch  other 
ri.ice  or  Places  as  tl»cy  (hill  tliink  fit.  1  hey  Ihall  have  Power  to 
appoint  a  Secretary,  and  to  employ  fach  Surveyors  or  otlur  i^erfons  as 
tlii'y  (hall  judge  neccHary.  The  fiid  Coinmillioners  Ihall,  by  a  Decla- 
ration under  their  Hands  and  Seals,  decide  what  River  is  the  River 
St.  Croix  intended  by  the  Treaty.  1  he  f.iid  Declaration  iliall  contain 
a  Dcfcription  of  the  faid  Ri\er,  and  fliall  particularize  the  Lutitudo 
and  Longitude  of  it's  Mouth  and  of  it's  Source.  Duplicates  of  thi{> 
J^etlaration,  and  (jf  the  Statements  of  their  Accounts,  and  of  the 
Journal  of  their  Proceedings,  fliill  be  delivered  by  them  to  the  Agent 
6i~  His  Majerty  and  to  the  Agent  of  the  United  States^  who  may  be 
refpe^tively  appointed  and  autlu;rizrd  to  manage  the  Biifinefs  on  Behalf 
of  the  relJ3t(fiive  Governments :  And  both  Parties  agree  to  confiuor 
fiuii  Decilion  as  final  and  conclufive,  fo  as  that  the  lame  ihall  Uv vcr 
tliereafter  be  called  mto  Queltion,  or  made  the  Subjetit  of  Difpute  or 
Difference  between  them.        •  .    '   .

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Whereas  it  is  alledged,  by  divers  Erit'/Jj  M(Tchants,  and  others  His 
Majefly's  SuHjec^Ks  that  Debts  to  a  conluitrLble  Ainouiit,  which  were 
bot:a  fide  coniraclcd  before  the  Pence,  ftill  nmain  ov,i>g  to  them  by 
Citizens  or  Inhabitants  (;f  the  United  Sta:eSy  and  that,  by  tlie  Operation 
of  various  lawful  Impediments  fnce  the  Peace  not  only  the  full  Recovery, 
o(  the  l..jd  Dtht.s  has  been  dtlayeil,  but  aifo  the  Vjlue  and  Security 
there;!  have-  been,  in  feveral  Inllanccs,  impaired  ?.nd  lefiened,  fo  that, 
I  y  the  oiuiniry  Courfe  (.)f  juiiicial  l-'roceeciings,  the  Britijh  Creditors 
Canni.t  now  obtain,  and  adtu.illy  have  and  receive  lull  and  adequate

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nary  Coiirfe  of  Jufticc,  the  United  Sta'es  will  mik^  full  and  coni- 
plcic  Conipenfatiun  for  the  fame  to  the  faid  Creditors;  iJiit  it  is 
di(lin<ftly  underrtood  that  this  Frovifion  is  to  extend  to  fuch  Lnifcs  ;nl/ 
as  have  been  occafioned  by  the  lawful  Impediments  aforelaid,  ai.d  is 
not  to  extend  to  Loffes  occafioned  by  fuch  Infolvency  of  the  Debtors, 
or  other  Caufes  as  would  equally  have  operated  to  produce  fuch  Lofs  li 
the  faid  Impediments  had  not  exited,  nor  to  fuch  Lodes  or  Damages 
as  have  been  occaiioned  by  the  minifeil  Delay  or  Negligence,  or  wi;ful 
Omifllun^  of  the  CUimant.

Two  of  them  Ihall  be  appointed  I'y 
His  Majcfty,  Two  of  them  by  the  Prcfulent  of  the  United  Sfiit^s,  h/ 
and  with  the  Advice  and  Confent  of  the  Senate  thereof,  and  the  Fifth 
by  the  unanimous  Voice  of  the  other  Four?  and  if  they  fliould  not 
agree  in  fuch  Choice,  then  the  Comminioners  nained  by  the  Two 
Parties  (hall  refpcdively  propofe  One  Perfon,  and  of  the  Two  Names

When  the  Five  Commiflloners  thus  appointed  fhall  firfl  meet,  they 
fliall,  before  they  proceed  to  ad:  refpedtively,  take  the  following  Oath 
or  Atiirmation,  in  the  Prcfence  of  each  other,  which  Oath  or  AtHr- 
mation  being  fo  taken  i.nd  duly  afttcftcd,  (hall  Ije  entered  on  the  Record 
of  their  Proceedings,  viz.  I,  yi.  B.  One  of  the  CommilVioners  appointQi.1 
in  purfuance  of  the  Sixth  Article  of  the  Treaty  of  Amity,  Commerce 
and  Navigation,  between  His  Britannick  Majclly  and  the  Utttied  ISt,itis

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Months  from  the  Day  on  vvhicli  the  faid  Comminioners  flialj  form  a 
Board,  and  be  ready  to  proceed  to  Kufinefs,  are  afligned  for  receiving 
Complaints  and  Applications;  but  they  are  neverthelefs  authorized  in 
any  particular  Cafe«,  in  which  it  (hall  appear  to  them  to  be  reafonablc 
and  jull,  to  extend  the  faid  Term  of  Eighteen  Months,  for  any  Term 
not  excfcding  Six  Months,  after  the  Expiration  thereof.  The  faid 
Ccmmiflioners  (h  dl  firft  meet  at  Philadelphia  j  but  they  (hall  have  Power 
to  adjourn  from  Place  to  Place  as  they  fliall  fee  Caufc, 

1  he  faid  CommilTioners,  in  examining  the  Complaints  and  Appli- 
cations fo  preferred  to  them,  are  empowered  and  required,  in  purfuancc 
of  the  true  Intent  and  Meaning  of  this  Article,  to  take  into  their 
'  Consideration  all  Claims,  whether  of  Principal  or  Intereft,  or  Balances 
of  Principal  and  Intereft,  and  to  determine  the  lame  refpe<Stively,. 
according  to  the  Merits  of  the  feveral  Cafes,  due  Regard  being  had  to 
all  the  Circumftances  thereof,  and  as  Equity  and  Juftice  fliall  appear  ta 
them  to  require.  And  the  faid  Commiflioners  (hall  have  Power  to 
examine  all  fuch  Perfons  as  (hall  come  before  them,  on  Oath  or 
Affirmation,  touching  the  Premifesj  and  aUb  to  receive  in  Evidence, 
according  as  they  may  think  mofl  confident  with -Equity  and  Juftice, 
all  written  Dcpofttions,  or  Books,  or  Papers,  or  Copies,  or  Extracts 
thereof,  every  fuch  Depofition,  Book  or  Paper,  or  Copy  orExtrad:,  being 
duly  authenticated,  either  according  to  the  legal  Forms  now  refpcftively 
exifting  in  the  Two  Countries,  or  in  fuch  other  Manner  as  the  laid 
CommiiTioners  (hall  fee  Caufe  to  require  or  alLow. 

The  Award  of  the  faid  CommiiTioners,  or  of  any  Three  of  them  as 
aforelliid,  (liall  in  all  Cafes  be  final  and  concluiive,  both  as  to  the

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Whereas  Complaints  have  been  made  by  divers  Merchants  and  otherjj^ 
Citizens  of  the  United  States^  that,  during  the  Courfe  of  the  Wariii 
which  His  Majefty  is  now  engaged,  they  have  fuftained  confiderable 
Loffes  and  Damage,  by  Reafon  of  irregular  or  illegal  Captured  or  Con- 
demnations of  their  Veflels  and  other  Property,  under  Colour  of  Autho- 
rity orCommiffions  from  His  Majefly  j  and  that,  from  various  Circum- 
ftances  belonging  to  the  faid  Cafes,  adequate  Compenfation  for  the 
LolTes  and  Damages  fo  fuftained. cannot  now  be  adtually  obtained,  had, 
and  received  by  the  ordinary  Courfe  of  judicial  Proceedings:  It  is  agreed, 
that  in  all  fuch  Cafes  where  adequate  Compenfation  cannot,  for  what- 
ever Reafon,  be  now  a<ftually  obtained,  had  and  received  by  the  faid 
Merchants  and  others  in  the  ordinary  Courfe  of  Juflice,  full  and  complete 
Compenfation  for  the  fame  will  be  made  by  the  Britifi  Government  to 
the  faid  Complainants.

In  order  to  regulate  what  is  in  future  to  be  efteemed  Contraband  of  ^ 
War,  it  is  agreed,  that  under  the  faid  Denomination  (hall  be  comprifed  ^ 
all  Arms  and  Implements  ferving  for  thePurpofes  of  War,  by  Land  or  J  Anca 
by  Sea,  fuch  as  Cannon,  Mufkets,  Mortars,  Petards,  Bombs,  Granadoes,«>e^i  J 

Carcades,  i 
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Carcafre.*;,  SauciPes,  Cirriages  for  Cannon,  Mufktt  Reiils,  Biinr^Jicrsi 
Gujipowder,  Match,  Saltpetre,  Ball,  Pikes,  Swords,  lit. ul- Piece:, 
Cuiraflcs,  H.ilberts,  Lance*;,  J  M/eh'ns,  Hones,  Horfe-Furniture,  llolllcrs. 
Belts,  and  generally,  all  oihcr  Im}  icnients  of  War;  as  alfo  Timber  lov 
Ship-luilUling,  Tar  or  Rolin,  Copper  in  Sheets,  Sails,  Hemp  and  Cordngc, 
and  generally,  whatever  may  ferve  directly  to  the  Equipment  of  Vclfclsi, 
unwrought  Iron  and  Fir  Planks  only  excepted;  and  all  the  above  A;?riclcs 
are  hereby  declared  to  be  juft  Objedls  of  Cunfifcation,  whenever  they 
are  attempted  to  be  c.irried  to  an  Enemy. 

And  whereas  the  Difficulty  of  agreting  on  the  prccife  Cafes  in  which 
alone  Provifions  and  other  Articles,  not  generally  contraband,  mny  be 
regarded  as  luch,  renders  it  expedient  to  provide  againft  the  Inconve- 
nicncies  and  Mifunderftandings  which  might  thence  arife:  It  is  further 
agreed,  that  whenever  any  fuch  Articles  fo  becoming  Contraband  ac- 
cording to  the  exifting  Laws  of  Nations,  (hall  for  thatReafon  be  feized, 
the  fame  Ihall  not  be  confifcated,  but  the  Owners  thereof  fliall  be 
fpeedily  and  compleatly  indemnified;  and  the  Captors,  or,  in  their  Dc- 
lault,  the  Government  under  whofe  Authority  they  a<5l:,  fliall  pay  to  the 
Mafters  or  Owners  of  fuch  Veflel  the  full  Value  of  all  Articles,  with  a 
reafonable  mercantile  Profit  thereon,  together  with  the  Frei^'r ,  and 
alfo  the  Demurrage  incident  to  fuch  Detention. 

And  whereas  it  frequently  happens,  that  Veflel s  fail  for  a  Port  o.  Place 
i)elonging  to  an  Enemy,  without  knowing  that  the  fame  is  either  be- 
fieged,  blockaded,  or  inverted j  it  is  agreed,  that  every  Veflel  fo  cir- 
cumftanced  may  be  turned  away  from  fuch  Port  or  Place,  but  flie  fliall 
jiot  be  detained,  nor  her  Cargo,  if  not  Contraband,  be  confifcated,  uri- 
lefs,  after  Notice,  (he  fliall  again  attempt  to  enter :  But  flie  fliall  be 
permitted  to  go  to  any  other  Port  or  Place  (he  may  think  proper;  nor 
fliall  any  Veflel  or  Goods  of  either  Party,  that  may  have  entered  into 
fuch  Port  or  Place  before  the  fame  was  befieged,  blockaded,  or  inverted 
i^y  the  other,  and  be  found  therein  after  the  Redu<Stion  or  Surrender  of 
,  ifuch  Place,  be  liable  to  Confifcation,  but  fliall  bereftored  to  the  Owners

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It  is  further  agreed,  that  both  the  faid  Contradting  Parties  fliall  not 
only  refufe  to  receive  any  Pirates  into  any  of  their  Ports,  Havens,  or 
Towns,  or  permit  any  of  their  Inhabitants  to  receive,  protect,  harbour, 
conceal,  or  afTift  them  in  any  Mannef«  but  will  bring  to  condign 
Punifhment  all  fiK:h  Inhabitants  as  (hall  be  guilty  of  fuch  Ads  or 
Offenees, 
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And  rdl  tlicir  Ship?;,  Aviih  the  Goods  or  Mcrchaiu!i:^cs  taken  by  them, 
and  bjou;,'ht  into  the  Fort  of  cither  of  tbo  f.iid  PiWlics,  (lull  be  fviztd 
as  f'lr  as  they  can  be  difcovcrcd,  and  ihall  be  icilorcd  to  tlu  Owiicis, 
or  the  Fa<5lors  or  Agents  duly  deputed  ami  amhorii^cd  in  Writinj^  by 
them  (proper  Evidence  being  (liewn  in  the  Court  of  Adnnrahy  for 
proving  the  rrcpcrty)  even  in  cafe  fuch  I'^fKc'Vs  IhrjuLl  h  tve  pnlfcd  into 
other  Hands  by  S.ile,  if  it  be  proved  th^at  the  Du}c;s  kiuvv,  or  had  good 
llcafon  to  believe  or  fufped:  that  they  had  been  piratically  t^ken.

And  if  any  Subject  or  Citizen  of  the  faid  Parties  rofpedtively  (hall 
accept  any  foreign  Commilfion,  or  Letters  of  Marque,  for  arming  any 
Ved'el  to  a€t  as  a  Privateer  againft  the  other  Party,  and  be  taken  by 
the  other  Party,  it  is  hereby  declared  to  be  lawful  for  the  faid  Party  to 
treat  and  punifh  the  faid  Subjetfl  or  Gitizen»  having  fuch  Cprntiudion 
or  Letters  of  Marque,  as  a  Pirate.

It  is  cxprcfsly  (lilpulated  that  neither  of  the  faid  Contracting  Parties 
*vill  order  or  authorize  any  Adls  of  Reprifal  again(t  the  other,  on  Com- 
plaints of  Injuries  or  Damnges,  until  the  faid  Party  fl>all  fir(l  have  pre- 
fcntcd  to  the  otiuT  a  Statement  thereof,  verified  by  competent  Proof 
and  Evidence,  and  demanded  Juftice  and  Satisfadtion,  and  the  fame 
Ihall  cither  have  bi.en  refuled  or  unreafonably  delayed. 

Jrn'c/e  XXIII. 
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The  Ships  of  War  of  each  of  the  Contradling  Parties  (hall,  at  all 
Times,  be  hofpitably  received  in  the  Ports  of  the  other,  their  Officers 
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<ind  Crews  paying  due  Refp^-Sl  to  the  Laws  and  Government  of  the 
Country.  The  Otliccrs  fhall  be  treated  with  that  Refpt-t^  which  is  due 
to  the  Commifrions  which  they  bear ;  and  if  any  Infult  fhould  be  otTered 
to  them  by  any  of  the  Inhabitants^  all  Offenders  in  this  Refpe^  flnll  be 
jiunifhed  as  Dilhirbers  of  the  Pence  and  Amity  between  the  Two  Coun- 
tries. And  His  Majefly  confents,  that  in  cafe  an  Am.'ri:an  Velfcl 
fhould,  by  Strefs  of  Weather,  Danger  from  Enemies,  or  other  Misfor- 
tunes, be  reduced  to  the  Neceifity  of  feeking  Shelter  in  any  of  His 
Majefty's  Ports,  into  which  fuch  Veflel  could  not  in  ordin.iry  Cafes 
chiim  to  be  admitted,  fhe  (hall,  on  manifefting  that  Neceflity  to  the 
Satisfadlion  of  the  Government  of  the  Place,  be  hofpitably  received 
and  permitted  to  refit,  and  to  purchafe  at  the  Market  Price  fjch  Necef- 
faries  as  fhe  may  ftand  in  Need  of,  conformably  to  fuch  Orders  and  Re- 
gulations as  the  Government  of  the  Place,  having  refpedt  to  Circum- 
itances  of  each  Cafe,  (hall  prefcribe.  She  (liall  not  be  allowed  to  break 
Kulk  or  unload  her  Cargo,  unlefs  the  fame  (hall  be  bond  fide  ncce(rary 
to  her  being  refitted  j  nor  (hall  (lie  be  permitted  to  fell  any  Part  of  her 
Cargo,  unlefs  fo  much  only  as  may  be  neceifary  to  defray  her  Expences, 
and  then  not  without  the  exprefs  Permi(rion  of  the  Government  of  the 
Place;  nor  (hall  (he  be  obliged  to  pay  any  Duties  whatever,  except  only 
on  fuch  Articles  as  (lie  may  be  permitted  to  fell  for  the  Purpofe  afore- 
faid.

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It  fliall  not  be  lawful  for  any  foreign  Privateers  (not  being  Subjecfls 
or  Citizens  of  either  of  the  faid  Parties)  who  have  Commilllons  from 
any  other  Prince  or  State  in  Enmity  with  cither  Nation,  to  arm  their 
Ships  in  the  Ports  of  cither  of  the  faid  Parties,  nor  to  fell  what  they  have

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Article  XXV. 

It  (liall  be  lawful  for  the  Ships  of  W^r  and  Prlvatecr.«»  belonging  to 
tlic  faid  Parties   refpe(^hvely,  to  carry  whitherloever  the/  pleafe   the 
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Ships  and  Goods  taken  from  iheir  Enemies,  without  being  obliged  ta 
pay  any  Fee  to  the  OHices  of  the  Aflmiralty,  or  to  any  Judges  whatever  j 
nor  fliall  the  faid  Prizes,  when  they  ariivc  at  and  enter  the  Ports  ct 
the  faid  Parties,  be  detained  or  (cWxlt  neith»"r  fliall  the  Searchers  or 
other  Officers  of  thofe  Places  vifil  fuch  Prizt-s  (except  for  the  Purpofe 
of  preventing  the  Carrying  of  any  Part  of  the  Car;:;©  tlicreof  on 
Shore,  in  any  Manner  contrary  to  the  eftablifhed  Laws  of  Revenue,  Na- 
vigation, or  Commerce)  nor  fhall  fuch  Oriiecrs  take  Cognizance  ot  tlie 
Validity  of  fuch  Prizes;  but  they  fhall  be  at  Liberty  to  hoi(l  Sail,  and 
depart  as  fpeedily  as  may  be,  and  carry  their  faid  Prizes  to  the  Place 
mentioned  in  their  CommifTions  or  Patents,  which  the  CommantlLrs 
of  the  faid  Ships  of  War  or  Privateers  fliall  be  obliged  to  fljew. 

No  Shelter  or  Refuge  fliall  be  given  in  their  Ports  to  fuch  as  hive 
made  a  Prize  upon  the  Subjedls  or  Citizens  of  either  of  tlic  fai>.l  Parties ; 
but  if  forced,  by  Strefs  of  Weather  or  the  Dangers  of  the  Sea,  to  enter 
therein,  particular  Care  flvall  be  taken  to  haften  their  Departure,  auvl 
to  caufe  them  to  retire  as  foon  as  poflible.

But  in  cafe  itfliould  fo  happen,  the  Party, 
whofe  territorial  Rights  fliall  thus  have  been  violated,  fliall  ule  his 
utmoft  Endeavours  to  obtain  from  the  offending  Pa-  /  full  and  ample 
Satisfadion  for  the  VefTel  or  Veflels  fo  taken,  whether  the  fame  be

If  at  any  Time  a  Rupture  fliould  take  Place  (which  God  forbid) 
between  His  Majefly  and  the  Unidui  Slates,  the  Merchants  and  others

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i^i.iM  have  the  Privilege  of  remaining  niid  conllniiing  their  Trads  n> 
]nl^■.:  as  they  behave  peaceably,  and  commit  no  Oflencc  agaiiifl  the  Laws ; 
and  ill  cafe  their  Conduft  flioiild  render  them  fufpcdted,  and  the  re- 
ipeCtive  Governments  fl^ould  think  proper  to  ordi;r  them  to  remove, 
the  Term  of  Twelve  Months,  from  the  Publication  oF  the  0;(ler» 
ilioll  be  allowed  them  for  that  Purpofe,  to  remove  with  their  FanuJies^

Though  we  have  no  fimilar  Treaty  with  Great  Britm?ty  it  w.is  the 
Opinion  of  the  Prefident,  that  we  fliould  ufe  towards  that  Nation  t'ne 
fame  Rule,  which,  under  tljis  Article,  was  to  govern  us  wit,'<  the  oiher 
Nations  j  and  even  to  extend  it  to  Captures  made  on  the  High  Seas,  and 
brought  into  our  Ports,  if  done  by  Veffels  which  had  bc^n  armed  within 
them. 

Having,  for  particular  Rcifons,  forbore  to  ufe  all  the  Me.ns  in  our 
Power  for  the  Rcftitution  of  the  Three  Velfels  mentioned  in  my  Letter 
of  Auguji  7th,  the  Prefident  thought  it  incumbent  on  the  United  Statts 
to  make  Compenfation  for  them.  And  though  nothing  was  faid  in  that 
Letter  of  other  Veffels  taken  under  like  Circumftances,  and  brought  in 
after  the  5th  of  Juno,  and  before  the  Date  of  that  Letter,  yet,  when 
the  fame  Forbearance  had  taken  Place,  it  was  and  is  his  Opinion,  that 
Compenfation  would  be  equally  due. 

As  to  Prizes  made  under  the  fame  Circumflance?,  and  brouiiht  in 
after  the  Date  of  that  Letter,  the  Prefident  determined,  that  all  tlie 
Means  in  our  Power  ihould  be  ufcd  for  their  Reilitution.  If  the/e  fail, 
as  we  fhould  not  be  bound  by  our  Treaties  to  make  Compenfation  to  the 
other  Powers  in  the  analogous  Cafe,  he  did  not  mean  to  give  an  Opinion 
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that  it  ong'it  to  be  done  to  Girat  Britain.  But  ftill,  if*  jny  C:\(z  /hall 
arife  fiiblequent  to  that  Date,  the  Circumftanccs  of  wliicl'i  fliall  place 
them  on  limilar  Ground  with  thofe  before  it,  the  Prefidcnt  would  think 
Compenfation  ecjually  incuinbent  on  the  United  States. 

Inllrudions  are  given  to  the  Governors  of  tlie  different  States,  to 
life  all  the  Means  in  their  Power  for  reiloring  Prizes  of  this  la't  Dc- 
fcription  found  within  their  Ports  ;  thouj^h  they  will  of  Courfc  tdic 
Mcafures  to  he  informed  of  them,  and  the  gcMKral  Govcrnnv.-nt  has 
given  them  the  Aid  of  the  Cullom-Houfe  Otticcrs  for  this  PiiFj->cfe, 
yet  you  will  be  fenfiblc  of  the  Importance  of  mulcijilying  the  Chan- 
nels of  their  Information,  as  far  as  (hall  depend  on  yourfelf,  or  any 
Perfon  under  your  Dirciltion,  in  order  that  the  Governors  may  ufe  the 
Means  in  their  Power  for  making  Reftitution. 

Without  Knowledge  of  the  Capture  they  cannot  reltore  it.  It  would 
alvvavs  be  bell  to  give  the  Notice  to  them  dircdly  ;  but  any  Informa- 
tion which  you  iball  be  pleafed  to  fend  to  me  alfo  at  any  Time  ih  ill  be 
forwarded  to  them  as  quickly  as  Dillance  will  peirnit. 

Hence  you  will  pcxeive.  Sir,  that  the  Prefident  contemplates  Refli- 
tution  or  Compenfation  in  tlie  Cafes  before  the  7th  of  Au^u/i  j  and 
after  that  Date,  Reftitution,  if  it  can  be  effedled  by  any  Means  in  our 
Power :  And  that  it  will  be  important  that  you  (hould  fuflantiate  tlie 
Fad:,  that  fuch  Prizes  are  in  our  Ports  or  Waters. 

Your  Lift  of  the  Privateers  illicitly  armed  in  our 'Ports,  is,  I  believe, 
corredl. 

With  refped:  to  LofTes  by  Detention,  Wafte,  or  Spoliation,  fuftained 
.  by   Veflels   taken  as    before-mentioned,  between    the    Dates   of  Jwie 
^  5'th  and  Augujl  7th,  it  is  propofed,  as  a  provifional  Meafure,  that  the 
^  CoUedor  of  the  Cuftoms  of  the  Diftrid,  and   the  Britijh   Conful,  or 
.V  any  other  Perfon  you  pleafe,  fhall  appoint  Perfons  to  eftablirti  the  Value 
jof  the  Veflel  and  Cargo  at  the  Time  of  her   Capture,  and  of  her  Ar- 
Jrival  in  the  Port  into  which  flie  is  brought,  according  to  their  Value 
;|in  that  Port.     If  this  (hall  be  agreeable  to  you,  and  you  will  be  plealed 
"to  lignify  it  to  me,  with  the  Names  of  the  Prizes  underftood  to  be  of 
(this  D'fcription,  Inftrudtions  will  be  given  accordingly  to  the  Collec- 
tors of  the  Cuftohis  where  the  refpedtive  VeiVels  are.    .
